In accordance with established custom, we are present- 
ing a summary of State assistance payments during 1949 
to individuals applying from Pawlet. 


These payments are financed entirely from State and 
Federal sources except Aid to Dependent Children in which 
the town or city participates to the extent of 12% percent 
and committed children for whom, the municipality reim- 
burses the State for one-half the cost. The cost of all pro- 
grams reflects to a large degree the economic consequences 
of the devaluation of the American Dollar in terms of pur- 
chasing power and its effect on savings and investments. 


Approximately 80 percent of all welfare and assistance 
in Vermont is now paid by the State. Vermont has propor- 
tionately fewer individuals receiving aid and smaller aver- 
age payments than the National average. Over 95 cents 
out of each public assistance dollar is paid to recipients and 
less than 5 cents is used for administration. No other State 
has a better record.

Members of the Pawlet School Board: 


Due to the fact that the legal aspects of school manage- 
ment are becoming increasingly more important, it seems 
wise to call attention to some legal requirements and their 
implications which school districts should be careful to com 
ply concerning their financial affairs. 


I. The legal school year is from July 1 to June 30. 


2. The tax voted at March meeting should be for that 
period, and no expenditure should be made from money ap- 
propriated for current expenditure until after June 30. 


3. There should be a sufficient balance on hand at the 
end of the town fiscal year whether Dec. 31 or Jan. 31 to 
carry the schools to June 30 which is the end of their fis- 
eal year. 

4. If a deficit is shown at the end of the fiscal year in 
the school account, the selectmen are required by law to 
add 5c or such multiple thereof as may be necessary to 
liquidate the deficit to the tax voted. If they fail to do this 
the additional tax may be voted at the next annual meeting. 

5. The town school district in order to qualify for state 
aid must spend $130 per pupil in average daily attendance 
between July 1 and June 30 for current expenses including 
tuition. 

6. In addition to the stipulated expenditure, the school 
district must comply with the provisions of the law relative 
to teachers’ salaries, appointment of superintendent, de- 
tailed financial reports to the state department of educa. 
tion, and any other requirements of law. 

7. State aid money may be used only for legitimate items 
of current expense, including transportation, teachers’ sal- 
aries, Supervision, and tuition. 
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8. The town treasurer is treasurer of the school dis- 
trict, and shall keep in a separate account all the money ap- 
propriated or given for the use of the schools of the town 
school district. 


Pawlet, like many communities is faced with a problem 
of overcrowding which is occurring at the Village school. 
The room occupied by the 3rd, 4th and 5th grades now has 
6 more pupils than it should have according to the minimum 
standard of 20 sq. feet per pupil, and 12 to many according 
to the recommended standard of 25 sq. feet per pupil. We 
can expect 7 pupils to leave the room by promotion, and 14 
to enter next September which will make an impossible 
situation. 


When one considers the space available at West Pawlet 
where an empty room on the ground floor would take care 
of 25 pupils, it seems as though the wise solution, for the 
present at least, might be to transport enough pupils now 
attending the Village school to West Pawlet to relieve the 
Situation at the Village. Those transported would have to be 
from the 3rd, 4th and 5th grades. If these were put in the 
lower grade room, which is a large one, it would not per- 
haps be overcrowded, but it would give the one teacher a 
rather heavy load for four grades. 


If the four grades at North Pawlet were taken to West 
Pawlet, and the extra room used, the solution of the prob- 
lem might be a better one. There are a number of problems 
involved whatever action is taken, and whatever that may 
be, it probably will not please everybody. 

Aside from the above problem the general situation of 
the Pawlet schools is very satisfactory. The buildings are 
in good shape, and as far as pupil work is concerned, Paw- 
let led the District in the achievement test given to the 
upper four grades last May with 83.6% of the 107 pupils 
taking it testing at or above their grade. The 8th grade 
also did well on the Standard Graduation Exam with scores 
ranging from 211 to 165 out of a possible 263. 


New English and Arithmetic texts have been put in all 
the grades in the past two years. The next subject that 
needs attention is History, where a change of texts may 
lead to more efficient teaching.

In accordance with established custom, we are present- 
ing a summary of State assistance payments during 1950 toe 
individuals applying from Pawlet. 


These payments are financed entirely from State and 
Federal sources except Aid to Dependent Children in which 
the town or city participates to the extent of 12% percent 
and committed children for whom the municipality reim- 
burses the State for one-half the cost. The cost of all pro- 
grams continues to reflect the economic consequences of the 
devaluation of the American Dollar. 


Approximately 80 percent of all welfare and assistance 
in Vermont is paid by the State. Vermont has proportion- 
ately fewer individuals receiving aid and smaller average 
payments than the National average, Ninety-six cents 
out of each public assistance dollar is paid to recipients and 
only four cents is used for administration. No other State 
has a better record.

Members of the School Board: 


The threat of complete economic war mobilization has 
certain unavoidable implications for school administration. 
It will mean that the teacher shortage will not only continue, 
but perhaps become more acute. Expenses will increase, and 
the chances of constructing additional facilities which would 
be desirable at the Village School will be negligible. 


The implications for Pawlet are that the facilities at 
West Pawlet will have to be used to accommodate pupils 
from the Village School area, unless a migration to indus- 
trial centers for war work might diminish the school popu- 
lation somewhat. 


It has become necessary, in the interest of efficient teach- 
ing to bring another teacher to the West Pawlet School for 
the rest of the present school year to relieve the load in the 
primary room. Forty pupils in four grades are too many 
for efficient instruction especially when the ist. and 2nd. 
grades are included. Since the third room will probably 
have to be continued, it would seem wise management to 
bring the rest of the North Pawlet pupils there another year. 


There were 166 pupils enrolled in the fall with 20 at No. 
Pawlet; 82 Village; 64 at West Pawlet. Fifty-four pupils 
in the four upper grades were given the usual achievement 
test in May, and more than 72% tested at or above grade, 
which is a satisfactory showing, though capable of improve- 
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ment. With two three room schools that percentage ought 
to gain materially. 


New spelling texts are needed another year, and the 
introduction of a new series of Science texts begun this 
year should be continued. These texts contain so much 
material concerning Health and Hygiene that it should be 
possible to discontinue the latter subject as a separate study 
which will be a help in a somewhat crowded program. 


It is nice that the pupils at West Pawlet are having the 
same advantages in a hot lunch program that the pupils in 
the other schools have been having for some time. That 
is a very practical and useful sort of a program for the 
P. T. A. to sponsor. 


Most of the high school pupils are attending school at 
Granville where 42 are located, and doing satisfactory work. 
Kight are seniors who will probably graduate. There are 
thirteen in the 8th grade so the number of secondary pupils 
another year is likely to remain about the same. 


In conclusion, I would say that Pawlet’s schools are 
functioning satisfactorily with responsive pupils well housed 
in buildings with good janitor service, and under the _ in- 
struction of an excellent staff of teachers. I do not wish to 
imply that the schools could not be better, but for the times 
as they are we have reason to consider their situation satis- 
factory. A possible improvement would be two three room 
schools next year.
